tius district in a seething, roaring mass 
<Df debris. 
Dead bodies could be seen 


ifloating along the valley by those who 
jbad gained a place of safety on the 
Jhigh bills. 


All day Saturday the rain fell in 


uheets, a'nd it was evident that if it did 
mot cease there would be a flood and 
(treat destruction must result from it, 
but it was not until darkness had en- 
•reloped the coal regions that the great 
catastrophe was upon the country, and 
was making a clean sweep of the valley 
'for miles around. 


The total loss of life will probably 


reach 500 or 600, and possibly this num- 
ber will be swelled when fuller details 
,wre obtainable. The telegraphic offices, 
.railroad officials and telephone offices 
are visited by many eager people, all 
IB waiting some message as to the fate 
of their relatives or friends. 


The Norfolk and Western railroad 


general offices in Roanoke admit that 
tit least 200 lives have been lost, the 
town of Keystone destroyed and mil- 
lions of dollars' worth of property de- 
stroyed. It is not known how far back 
Into the mountains the storm extended, 
ond it will be days and perhaps weeks 
before all the storm stricken country is 
heard from. 
The flood has not only 


damaged the Slkhorn valley, but it is 
stated that everyone of the 33 Flat Top 
coal operations or plants has suffered to 
eome extent. 
Great damage is also 


reported to have resulted In the Clinch 
valley section, 
which extends south 


from Graham, Va. No lives, however, 
are reported to have been lost along this 
iralley. • 


Bodies are being recovered many miles 


down the stream, where they were 
washed ashore. When it is considered 
that the Elbhorn river is so small that 
It barely furnishes enough Wator to 
Cush-'coke ovens when in its normal 
condition, some idea of the extent of ihe 
downpour of rain-can be formed. The 
railroad company now estimates the 
damage to its tracks between Bine- 
field and Vivian at over $500,000. There 
Is at a«t 100 miles of track bordering 
Ihe river that cannot lie heard from, as 
there is no means of communication in- 
tact. 
Communication has been estab- 


lished as far west as Ennis, this being 
through about one-fourth of the stricken 
district 
Latest reports say that the 


tower end of the coal fields between Vi- 
vian and Gray suffered severely. Fully 
11,000,000 damage has been done to coal 
tud lumber interests. 


At least 100 freight cars, standing on 


Biding collapsed, rolled into the flood and 
are destroyed. Freight trains in tran- 
sit were overtaken by the flood and 
come cars washed from the tracks. 


Five Killed In Pennsylvania 


Pittsburg, June 24.—The storm which 


broke over Allegbany county on Satur- 
day carried with it deaths by drowning 
and deaths by electric shock, floods 
that caused much damage and wind 
that created terror and havoc. Every 
part of the country suffered. The rain 
was very heavy, the wind strong and 
often the lightning seemed to be play- 
Ing right overhead. 
Five persons were 


killed. 


Mucli Damage In Ohio 


Columbus, o., June 24.—There were 


Bevere storms in many sections of Ohio 
Saturday and Saturday night, and con- 
siderable damage was done to property 
end crops. 
No fatalities have been re- 


ported, J)ut a number of people were in- 
jured. A veritable tornado swept Con- 
cord township, destroying a number of 
buildings. 


Tornado In Illinois 


Lincoln, Ills., June 24.~This city and

did $100,000 damage. The storm came 
from the southwest, and its path was 
1 1-2 miles wide by 12 miles long.

Mary Baker G. Eddy, founder of Chris- 
tian Science, besieged the doors,pr the 
little mother church of tbe cult In this 
city yesterday, to hear the annual mes- 
sage of tlie "mother," to hercdmmuni- 
cants. which, it had been announced, 
would be read at the chnrch during the 
day, 
it being communion Sunday with 


the 
Scientists. 
Owing to the tre- 


mendous attendance, it had been ar- 
ranged to repeat tha service three times. 


During the reading of -Mrs. Eddy's 


message by John W. Reeder, which con- 
sumed more thau an hour and a half, 
silence reigned supreme. 


The services opened with Hie Lord's 


Prayer, arid" its interpretation according 
to Science and Health, the text book of 
Christian Science, This was followed 
by the singing of the communion hymn, 
written by Mrs. Eddy, and Judge Hau- 
ntii first reader of the church, theu read 
the tenets <Jf the church. 


Mr?. Eddy's message was in substance 


a reply to the many attacks oa the 
church by ministers of different denomi- 
nations and others, which have recently 
become stronger 
and more frequent 


than ever before. 
She defended the be- 


lief which she has founded, prophesied 
that the growth of Christian Science 
would continue on as large a scale as 
It has during the past 30 years. 
She 


said that it was advancing more rapidly 
at the present time than ever before. 
Mrs. Eddy said that the church now had 
21,631 communicants, and that since 
last November 2496 had been added to 
the numbet 
Mrs. Eddy said that it 


has been charged that Christian Science 
has no God. Christian Science inter- 
prets God as divine principle, divine 
cause. 
God is an infinite person, one 


person, not three. 
She said Christian 


Scientists believe in the personality of 
God, but as mind, cot matter. 
Chris- 


tian Scientists are not transcendental in 
regard to anything that is real or true. 


Mrs. Eddy said she healed c.'i kinds of 


disease in its last stages, and this is 
what first startled the public and made 
4t ask "What is it?" 
She referred to 


the practices of homoeopathy and said 
that in its highest attenu£tions,*the med- 
icine itself practically ceased to exist, 
aiid that the only medicine thne was that 
of mind. Jesus, she said, used no other, 
and if God bad intended that we should 
use material medicine, Jesus and his 
disciples would have used no other. 
Christian Science had notbiug in com- 
mon with hypnotism, mesmerism, spirit- 
ualism and other beliefs, which -were 
capable only of harm, and Christian 
Science exerted no influence on its be- 
lievers other than towards the truth. 


She referred 
to a statement that 


Christjan Science might be better when 
Mrs. 
Eddy passed on? and denied this 


strongly. 
Christian Science, she said, 


was the result entirely of her own ob- 
servation and discovery, and was found- 
ed entirely on the Bible. 


In regard to a statement that some 


of the best writings on thp subject hart 
come from Mrs. Eddy's followers, she 
said her works were the first ever pub- 
lished on Christian Science, and noth- 
ing corucrt has been written that did not 
leave its basis in and could be traced 
to her works. 


She said she had workqjfl for coming 


generations by "facing the wind" and 
all honor wes due to those who honored 
the fathel- and the mother. 


Christian Science 
did not attract 


quacks, and none came into it for love 
of case or for gratification of appetite 
or passions. 
She deplored church con- 


troversies, and said Christian Scientists 
did not wish to be judged from tbe plat- 
form, but asked the right of conscience 
and to be judged by their works. 


Finally she urged her followers to 


obey the laws that be, and follow their 
lenders only so far as they follow Christ.

1 T IS already evident that the elec- 


trical exhibits at the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition will be one of the 
most attractive features of the 
great fair.- So rapid has been the 


advance in the use of electricity and its 
appliances that the majority of visitors 
to the Pan-American will find some- 
thing in the electrical section that will 
interest them. Year after year elec- 
tricity has been, creeping into various 
Industries until it has made many of 
them captive in a greater or less de- 
gree, and it is constantly winning new 
friends and entering new fields. 


It is generally known that for an ex* 


tended period the principal application 
of electricity to commercial purposes 
was represented in the electric tele- 
graph, but the rapid strides electricity 
has" made in other branches has served 
somewhat to hide the development and 
applications of the telegraph. 


Since Morse's great discovery that 


signals could be transmitted over a 
wire to a great distance important im-

provements have been made, all having 
a tendency to improve the service ren- 
dered by increasing the rapidity in the 
transmission 
of messages, also the 


more complete utilization of the wires 
of transmissal. 


Today all important lines use the 


multiplex system, and this permits 1£e 
sending of one or more messages over 
the same wires at" the same time. This 
is one of the steps of progress made 
during the last half century. But this 
46 not all, for an automatic apparatus 
bas been developed by which mes- 
sages may be sent at the rate of 1,000 
or more words a minute, a fact which 
affords interesting comparison with the 
common rate of 40 or 50 words a minute 
by. hand. 


Recent wars have made the public 


familiar with the fact that an impor- 
tant application of land telegraphy is 
that whereby commanders are enabled 
to quickly communicate with the va- 
rious bodies of troops u/ider them, be- 
ing thereby better enabled to meet the 
movements of the enemy. The appara- 
tus used in this class of work has been 
brought to a fine state of perfection. 


Just at present the public mind is 
somewhat occupied by the possibilities 
of wireless telegraphy. Marconi's name 
bas become very familiar to the people 
of both continents, and the world ad- 
mires his feat of establishing perfect 
communication between St. Catherine's 
and the Lizard, a distance of 200 miles, 
on the first day of the reign of King Ed- 
.ward VII. 


The successful results achieved by 


Marconi have been produced by utiliz- 
ing the important scientific discovery 
that electrical impulses or waves can 
be transmitted through space without 
using a tangible conductor as a me- 
dium. 


In the exhibits of the Pan-American 
Exposition all of these new features in 
the electrical world will be fully Illus- 
trated, and all who see them will be 
entertained and educated to the-extent 
that the probable future progress will 
be more clear to them. These exhibits 
Vil! caver the period from the time of 
Morse up to the present day. 


la the telephone exhibits visitors to 


the Pan-American will be given oppor- 
tunity to study the progress made in 
this industry since the time Alexander 
Graham Bell and others discovered the 
possibility of transmitting speech over 
wires strung throughout the land until 
the equally Important discovery by Pro- 
fessor M. I. Puptn of Columbia Univer- 
sity, New Tork, pointing the way of 
transmitting speech over ocean cables, 
thus bringing the people of Europe and 
America into closer touch, also over 
land lines of any length that are in use 
today. 
Existing conditions will be 
greatly Improved. The single and sim- 
ple feature of a subscriber's phone get- 
ting out of order creates a disturbance. 
What then would the result be if the 
telephone were for a short period re- 
moved from the world? A chaotic state 
would ensue in business circles, demon- 
strating how important the telephone 
bas become In the comparatively few 
feu* it has been enjoyed, 
,. Mot only will the Pan-American1 Ex- 


position be noted for its display of all 
modern electrical appliances and appa- 
ratus, but it will show the numerous 
historical features in the associations 
of electricity, enabling the visitors to 
get a clear and perfect idea of the lines 
along which progress has been made 
and just how great this progress has 
been up to the present day. The Expo- 
sition will,show the accomplishments 
of brilliant minds that have been at 
work in the scientific and electrical 
fields, and the visitors may judge for 
themselves which one of many men has 
done most in the electrical field for hu- 
manity. 


Perhaps the general public Is more 


familiar with the application of elec- 
tricity to lighting than with the other 
branches of its service mainly because 
we come in closer touch with Its oper- 
ation and application to this field. 
Many places are made aware of the 
progress made in arc lighting by the 
substitution of inclosed arc lamps for 
the older style of open lamp. These In- 
closed lamps represent the modern type- 
The idea involved Is to keep the electric 
arc between the carbon points burning 
in an atmosphere which permits the 
carbon to be consumed at a slow rate. 
Thiis the inclosed arc lamp will burn 
for ten or more times the .number of 
hours that the older types will, requir- 
ing fewer men to care for them. 


In the field of incandescent lighting 


one must «onsider an industry that has 
grown to stupendous proportions. This 
lamp was given to the world by Edison 
in 1880. Both in the lamps and in the 
machinery for the production of the 
necessary current many improvements 
have been made. In fact, one has par- 
alleled the other until today we have 
apparatus which is surpassed in effi- 
ciency by no other industry. The in- 
candescent lighting of the grounds of 
the Pan-American Exposition will be a 
spectacle unequaled by anything of the 
kind the world has ever seen. 


There will be a storage battery ex- 


hibit at the Exposition that will thor- 
oughly portray the wonderful advance- 
ment made, and it will~be evident to all 
that;many of the obstacles found in this 
branch of electrical service have been 
surmounted and-that we are entering a 
new and promising era in which the 
storage battery will play an important 
part. 


It is but 14 years since the first com- 


mercial electric street railway was es- 
tablished, but the progress has been so 
great that city and country are now 
connected by magnificently equipped, 
electrically operated roads. To a cer- 
tain extent this progress has revolu- 
tionized the methods of living, for the 
high speed attained enables people to 
live In suburban towns and reach the 
business centers with little loss of time. 


The public has enjoyed the Improve- 


ments made In the operation of elec- 
tric railways, but has paid little at- 
tention to the apparatus by which re- 
sults most pleasing have been reached. 
Perhaps the progress has been so rapid 
that it would have required a careful 
student to keep up with the pace set, 
and on this account the interrelation 
of the various elements will be 'clearly 
brought out, demonstrating that tha 
application of electricity to the propul- 
sion of cars, trains and vehicles forms 
one of the most wonderful illustrations 
of the utilization of electrical energy. 


In both the Electricity and Machinery 


sections of the Exposition there will be 
many examples of the utilization of 
electricity in the operation of machine 
tools. In this way it will be demon- 
strated how electric motors and their 
application have revolutionized the op- 
eration of factories and this class of 
tools. In many factories where belt- 
ing had been the only means of driving 
shaftins? and tools motors have taken 
its place, resulting in increased effi- 
ciency of both workmen and machine. 
In addition to this better light is ob- 
tained, and the whole atmosphere o{ 
the shop is altered to the betterment of 
the workmen and the production of an 
output of higher class.

EW things are of more impor- 
tance than enlightening scien- 
tific sanitation. 
This fact is 


coming to be more and more 
recognized, and great progress 


has been made along these lines. Au- 
thorities of municipalities are appreci- 
ating the value of expending money 
and making the homes of the people 
what they should be from this point ot 
view, and it Is admitted that money 
spent in this way Is money saved be- 
cause of the effect In preventing the 
spread of diseases and in preserving 
public health generally. 


The subject of sanitation at the Pan- 


American Exposition will be illustrated 
under the direction of Dr. Selim H. Pea- 
body, Superintendent of Liberal Arts, 
and will be under the especial charge of 
Dr. Jacob S. Otto, Assistant Superin- 
tendent. 


The exhibit In hygiene and sanita- 


tion will be a representative one. At 
the recent Paris exposition the United 
States Commission presented an exhib- 
it In public hygiene which was collected 
under the direction of Dr. Samuel W. 
Abbott, Secretary of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health. This exhibit, 
which was unusually complete and in- 
teresting, is now In Buffalo and will 
form the basis of the exhibit on thii 
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showing the locations where infectious 
and contagious diseases are prevalent 
and charts and data showing the rela- 
tion of epidemic diseases to sanitary 
conditions and demonstrating the ex- 
cellent service the Boards of Health are 
doing in controlling epidemics and in 
educating the people in this important 
sanitary question. 


The exhibit on the subject of quaran- 


tine, which has to do with measures of 
preventing the introduction of infec- 
tious diseases from other countries into 


addition photographs and plans will 
show the various schemes for supplying 
water to large- communities and the re- 
lation of mortality rate in certain lo- 
calities to measures undertaken for the 
purification of the water supply. 


Closely related to the subject of wa- 


ter supply is that of sewerage and sew- 
age disposal. There will be shown a 
map showing the percentage of the 
population by states and territories liv- 
ing in sewered towns in 1897. The vari- 
ous methods of sewage disposal will be 
illustrated by exhibits by the states and 
municipalities where these methods are 
in operation. The exhibit to bo made 
by the, city of Worcester will illustrate 
the chemical precipitation method; a 
model of the great drainage canal at 
Chicago will be a feature of this exhib- 
it. 
The American Sewage Disposal 


Company will erect a plant to illustrate 
the biological system of se.wage dis- 
posal and water purification which will 
demonstro.te the action of bacteria on 
sewage in the process of purification. 
In connection herewith there will be 
shown the various manufactured prod- 
ucts used in the construction of sew- 
age disposal plants, and the whole will 
be of especial interest to municipal of- 
ficials and sanitarians. Photographs, 
charts and statistics showing the equip- 
ment and results of experiments at the 
Lawrence Experiment Station, whifch is 
under the control of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health, will form a very 
interesting and important part of the 
exhibit. 


Especially timely, in view of the ten- 


ement 
house 
investigation 
recently 


conducted by the New York State Com- 
mission appointed for the purpose, will 
be the exhibit to be made by the Tene- 
ment House Committee of the Charity 
Organization Society of New York city, 
showing past, present and ideal sanita- 
tion of homes in tenement districts of 
great cities. Of interest in the same 
connection will be an exhibit showing 
what is being done in the way of pub- 
lic baths by the progressive city of 
Brookline, Mass., and other municipali- 
ties. 


Other subjects that will be Included 


In the exhibits will be those of prema- 
tion of the dead, street cleaning, dis- i 
posal of refuse, hospitals, chemical and

The twenty-second annual meet of 


the League of American Wheelmen will 
be held in Buffalo from Aug. 12 to 17, 
Inclusive, and the Sidepath Commis- 
sioners of the Stats of New York will 
hold their annual convention here dur- 
ing the month of September. 


Automobiling has been officially rec- 


ognized in the appointment by Director 
General Buchanan of a. special commit- 
tee consisting of the following automo- 
bilists: Messrs. Malcolm W. Ford, J. M. 
Hill, Percy Owen and S. T. Davis, Jr., 
members of the Automobile Club of 
America, and Dr. Truman J. Martin. 
President of the Buffalo Automobile Club. 
This special committee, acting in con- 
nection with the Sports and Athletics 
committee of the Pan-American Expo- 
sition, will arrange and carry out the 
programme of a grand automobile 
tournament. 
This tournament will 


take place in the Stadium during the 
week beginning Sept. 13 and will consist 
of sports and trials to test the skill 
of the chauffeurs and the mobility and 
economy of the various types of motor 
vehicles. The culminating feature of 
the week will be a competitive speed 
contest over the famous Buffalo-Erie 
road, open to self propelled vehicles of 
all types and countries. This road race 
will excel anything of the kind ever 
held in America, ranking with the fa- 
mous long distance automobile races 
held abroad. 


A great many club runs have been 


planned with Buffalo as the objective 
point, the most important of which will 
be the tour or endurance test of the Au- 
tomobile Club of America from New 
York to Buffalo, a distance of about 460 
miles. This run will be made during 
the week preceding that of the Motor 
Vehicle tournament at the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition. This will not be a 
speed contest, as the object of the trip 
Is to demonstrate the possibilities of 
the various types of motor vehicles un- 
der all conditions of road and weather. 


The Automobile exhibit in the Ma- 


chinery and Transportation building 
will be the finest and most comprehen- 
sive ever displayed at any exposition. 
It will supply opportunities for com- 
paring the different types and makes 
such as have never before been furnish- 
ed. 'The practical trials of the efficien- 
cy of the various vehicles as afforded— 
first, by the tests in the Stadium; sec- 
ond, by the long distance speed contest 
over the Buffalo-Erie road, and, third, 
by the endurance runs of the clubs—will 
furnish a practical demonstration of 
the utility of self propelled vehicles 
which cannot fail to prove of the great- 
est benefit to the sport and to. the trade 
and which will undoubtedly result in 
the production of more efficient and 
more economical vehicles for road use 
over long distances and cross country 
touring. 


ELECTRICITY OS THE FATIM. 


The farmers of America are thor- 


oughly interested in what electricity 
will do for them on the farm. In Ba- 
varia a company of farmers has been 
organized to establish an electric sys- 
tem for farm service. Substations will 
be established at points between the 
farms and arrangements made for oper- 
ating farm machinery by the electric 
current. In the electrical features of 
the Pan-American Exposition there 
will be much for the members of farm- 
ing communities to study, and they 
may see where the toil of the farm may 
be greatly lessened. 


NIAGARA POWER. 


In the power development at Niagara 


Falls there are represented the very 
latest type.of apparatus and methods 
of development, transmission and use.

HE mann.v i;; which the little 
bee improved each shining 
hour will brr practically il- 
lustrated at the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition, arrangement* 


having been made for establishing aa 
apiary on the grounds. The exhibit will 
be novel and attractive. Bees will b« 
shown gathering sweets from flowtra 
and storing them in cells In glass hives. 
This sight will'be interesting to all Ex- 
position visitors and entirely new to 
perhaps all but about one per o«nt of 
the whole number. 


Each state or section of country pro- 


duces several different varieties of hon- 
ey, and honey produced in one locality 
may be vastly different from the prod- 
uct of another. In making an exhibit 
of 
this character proper attention 


should tie given to the classification of 
the different varieties in order to-make 
the exhibit as interesting; as possible, 
and this will be done in the New York 
division, which will show honey pro- 
duced from fifteen varieties of flowers, 
notably apple bloom, white clover. 
sweet clover, linden (basswood), buck- 
wheat, goldenrod and some others, the 
honey from these sources coming from 
those parts of the State in which tha 
respective flora is most abundant. 


The live bee exhibit will comprise ten 


hives of bees, including such well 
known varieties as Italian, Carniolians, 
Cyprians and the common black bee. 


The comb honey exhibit will include 


upward of 2,500 pounds of comb honey 
and about the same amount of extract 
honey will be shown.

same. The uses of honey, as in baking 
powder, preserving, etc., will be shown. 


There will be a very comprehensiva 


exhibit of, agriculture and its develop- 
ment into an important branch of rural 
husbandry and a source of revenue to 
the State. 


An exhibit of some of the most im- 


portant plants producing flowers in 
connection with the bee show is con- 
templated. 
It is proposed to grow 


buckwheat, 
goldenrod 
and 
various 


flowering plants convenient to the 
hives. 


The relation of bees to horticulture 


will be shown, the design being to 
prove that the bees are of far greater 
Importance to the horticultural inter? 
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ests than is generally supposed. Tbla 
will tend to show that the pollination 
of fruit bloom in early spring, when 
the insects are not so numerous as la- 
ter in the season, is a matter of great 
importance to horticulturists, as with- 
out the aid of the bees the fruit crop 
would be very much lessened." 


The New York State bee and hone/ 


exhibit at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion is designed to be the most compre- 
hensive ever made, and, while great 
pains will be taken to make it very en. 
tertaining, it will be none the less ln« 
structive on that account. 


Other states, territories and conn- 


trios are making plans for suitable ex« 
hibits.

The apia- 
i-ists of Canada are deeply interested 
ancl promise a display worthy of the 
extensive apiarian interests in that 
country.

shrewd land owners got fairly on to 
what was happening the price of land 
in Florida would take a boom that 
would surprise even the natives. If 
the benevolent trust could become pos- 
sessed of more than three farms at 
anything like their 
real value 
we 


should say that common sense had de- 
parted from the hard and level heads 
of Florida.

After speaking of the great crises sucn 
as this which bring with them even 
the truest souls the feeling*, which! 
Christ expressed, which came to every 
life, Dr Carter said: 


In considering a life we are apt to 


think that the crises are the impor- 
tant points. We think'of great military 
leaders and the . momentous 
a'ctions 


which they directed seem to stand for 
the significance of the life. So 5n re- 
calling great parliamentary 
leaders, 


it is the occasions on 
which in sham 


conflict, they ha\e stood successfully 
for some great principle 
and linked 


their names with a gafn for the welfare 
of man, that fix them most closely in 
our memor". 


But it is not these achievements thr-t 


give character or quality to the lives. 
We do well to honor these displays of 
trained powers, 
consecrated to tHe 


service of mankind. 
But" we do ill tc 


forget that these are not possible with- 
out long and large application of E»* 
the powers to the study of principles'! 
•nithout minute and faithful attention 
to tha little points, to the intricat.* 
relations of society; without the pro- 
foundeat studv of those causes 
and 


doctrinss which underlie 
all human 


progress. 


It is easy to imagaine, "when a man 


meets 
f> great occasion with dignity 


and wisdom and commands higrh ad- 
miration, that this 
mastery of 
the 


situation 1? the result of gifts. 
We 


see the sagacious disposition of the 
troops, the quick change in tactics 
by the general as the 
battle pro- 


gresses; but we do not see the years of 
preparation for this hour. But we may 
be sure that Von Mottfce, on the eve 
of more than one engagement, felt sc 
deeply the 
responsibility of his

sition an.l the momentous significance 
of the crisis that he, too, dreaded, 
shrank from the decisive hour. 
But 


he was

history's truth. The great business o° 
each people Is to

gems of 


thought of this generation and trans- 
mit them to generations followins. 


The command of God", "Work with 


me," is the ethics of history. 
Rig-ht 


is in harmony with the law of prog- 
ress and wrong is" against it. Our 
ethics is -:> fall in line with God's com- 
mand, transmit the past to future gen- 
erations and do our wart towards tiu 
freedom of the race.

Man Sentenced to Jail From 


This City. Other Court Cases 


Nearly every page of the index of 


crime was turned to this morning in 
police court, all sorts o fpeople having 
left the straight and narrow path of 
virtue over Saturday and Sunday. 


John 
Fabricus, whose home is In 


Pittsfield, and who has a long police 
court record in that flourishing littls 
village, was arrested Saturday after- 
noon charged is ith cruelty to the horse 
he was driving. Fabricus was in a 
saloon at the time, and the horse was 
hitched outside, showing eveiy evi- 
dence of the abuse to which it had 
been subject. The animal was bleed- 
ing freely at the n'o»& fthd mouth, its 
pides were covered with the beating it 
had received, and it was unshod, while 
.two of its feet were worn to the bone, 
so that the animal was walking on the 
quick.

There will be an unusually good op-

daughter, Mrs. Ford of Great Barrinjf- 
von, went to the house and found it 
locked. She was not alarmed at this, 
however, concluding that the man and 
woman might have gone away for a

Saturday al^emoptn 


about 5 o'clock Henry Van Tassel went 
to the house and could not gfet in. He 
noticed that the curtains were drawn 
end that the chickens in the yard acted 
as if they needed food. He notified 
Deputy Sheriff Douglass, who, in com- 
pany with Elmer Haywood, broke in 
the door of the house between 7 and 8 
and found both the man and woman 
dead, amid the most gruesome sur- 
roundings. 


Mrs. Vosburg was lying1 on the ben in 


th'e bedroom on the first floor, her head 
hanging over the footbard, her throat 
cut from err to ear. She had on only 
a night-r-own, and was partly covered 
with the bed clothes. In the kitchen, 
a room adjoining the bedroom, the 
officer found Barnes sitting ina corner 
upright, 
his, throat also terribly 


slashed. 


Barnes was about 55 years old and 


was a well-known character in that 
section. He was a paper-hanger 
trade and when sober was a good 
•worker. 
He was a very tall man, 


standing considerably over six feet 
He was a native of Alford and had 
lived in that section 
of 
Berkshire 


county the greater part of his life. 


Mrs. 
Anna Vosburg, as her name \a 


supposed to be, had lived with Bar- 
nes as housekeeper 
for about four 


years. She went to Great Barrington 
15 years ago, and for some years lived 
with a colored man named Vosburg, 
whom It is supposed she ma""ted. 


The officers 
who investigated the 


case yesterday believe that both man 
and woman were under the influence 
of liquor, and that Barnes killed the 
woman with a hammer, and then used 
a razc-r on her and himself. He made 
an unsuccessful attempt to kill him- 
self about a year ago.

liams college faculty and presented to 
Dr. Carter: 
President Franklin Carter:— 


Dear Mr. Carter. In behalf of the 


faculty of "Williams college, we wish 
to extend to you, and to place on rec- 
ord, the expression of 'our regret that 
the state of your health leads you to 
resign the presidency, and that the 
pleasant official relations which have 
existed between us for so many years 
will thus be severed. 


"We wish also to offer you our c'on- 


gratulations upon the prosperous cton- 
dition in which you leave the college 
—a condition largely due to your en- 
ergetic administration and to your un- 
failing loyalty to its best interests. Iti 
comparing the state of the college to- 
day with that of 20 years ago, we find 
that the invested capital has 
been 


nearly qur drupied, and that half a mil 
lion of dollars in addition has been ex 
pended in new buildings and real es- 
tate; that the number of students has 
increased by 63 per cent, the number 
of instructors by over 100 per cent. In 
consequence of the changes and Of the 
enlargement and enrichment of the 
courses of study, the opportunities for 
instruction have been greatly improv- 
ed, while at the same time the stand- 
ard of scholarship has been gradually 
raised. We wish also to express our 
appreciation 
of 
the 
independence 


which we have e^ripyed in conducting 
our several departments, and the gen- 
eral harmony which has prevailed be- 
tween the president and ourselves in 
matters of college policy. 


We gladly bear testimony to your 


scholarly attainments, and to the abil- 
ity and dignity with which you have 
represented the college 'on public occa- 
sions, both at home and abroad. 


We earnestly hope that you may be 


favored with many happy years with 
your family, in the possession of am- 
ple strength for such activities as may 
be most congenial to you.

ler met at the University of Chicago 
convocation the other day and became 
good friends at once. Dr. Pearsons 
greatly admires Sir. Rockefeller and 
after their meeting said: 


"Mr. Rockefeller is the most level 


headed man that's giving money now- 
adays. He's a big, clean man. He's 
right He had the wisdom to found this 
wonderful university in the west in 
Chicago. The east is full of colleges. 
The west needed him, and he foresaw 
what I saw. There's no humbug about 
him. He's honest and sincere. That's 
his foundation. He doesn't care for 
this fuss and nonsense they're making 
over him, though it's all right in its 
way. He's looking toward the future. 
I read between the lines today, and 
'there's lots of money coming to the 
university. Mr. Rockefeller could not 
have found a better place for the mon- 
ey he's giving, and he's got more to 
give." 


Dr. Pearsons said recently: 
"Most men dig their graves with 


their teeth. My stomach is my friend, 
and I'm happier than any other man on 
earth. Old age depends upon heredity, 
common sense and a good stomach. 
There are a lot of fellows down town 
who tell me they want to live a short 
life and a merry one. I want to live a 
long life and a jolly one in my own 
way. A lot of men have a fine time 
with midnight banqueting and speech- 
making. Let them go, I've .cot more 
room up tyere on the hill 200 feet above 
Chicago, with the windows open nt the 
bottom, and it's as good as a picnic to 
me to go to bed there at 8 o'clock every 


"Mrs. Pearspns and I eat practically 


no meat a"t all. A vegetable and a fruit 
diet will, help a man to remain young. 
It's tetter than the fountain of life or 
the medicinal baths; no pies or cakes, 
except fot company. Our servants 
cave meats and tbe sweets, but none 
for me." 


Mr. Rockefeller is silent on the ques- 


tion of additional gifts to the universi- 
ty, but when at the university convo- 
cation Dr. Hjirper outlined a vision of 
a greater university of Chicago, with 
an endowment of 550,000,000, Mr. 
Rockefeller did not demur. Dr. Harper 
and others believe that Mr. Rockefeller 
will announce gifts to the university 
upon his return to New York. 


At a meeting of Cornell university 


trustees tbe other day In Ithaca, K. Y., 
President Schurman presented a letter 
from John D. Rockefeller donating 
$250,000 to the university on condition 
that an equal amount is contributed 
by others. 


President Schunnan said that before 


making the gift Mr. Rockefeller had 
sent an agent to Ithaca, who spent 
three days inspecting the university. 
The $500,000 when secured will be 
used in providing additional accommo- 
dations for instruction and research. 


The principal features of the recent 


commencement at Brown university in 
Providence were the announcement 
that the desired $2,000,000 endowment 
had been raised and was increasing 
every hour and the conferring of the 
degree of doctor of laws upon Lieu- 
tenant General Nelson A. Miles, who 
made the chief address at the annual 
dinner.

For more than half a century the rain- 


maker for all the native tribes south of 
the Zambezi river, in South Africa, was 
Majaje, the white queen of the Makatese 
tribe, which lived in the woftdbush In the 
northern part of the Transvaal. 
The 


Zulus, the Hottentots, the Kaffirs, tho 
Basutos and scores of other tribes rec- 
ognized her as the great rainmaker, nnd 
whenever there was a drought in their 
provinces they sent their emissaries to 
her with requests for rain. 


The tales which white men heard con- 


cerning her led them to believe that Ma- 
jaje was u myth, and Ilider Haggard 
elaborated the report in his novel "She," 
which bad for its leading character a 
mysterious white woman who ruled over 
u race of blacks somewhere in Central 
Africa. Haggard wrote his novel iu tho 
eighties, while Be was in South Africa, 
and long before it was established that 
the white queen was not a myth. 
The 


fact that such a woman really lived was 
proved by three white men who talked 
with her, and one of those men, tbe late 
Fict Joubert, commandant general of the 
Boer army, wag authority tor this ac- 
count of the woman: 


Hcnning Pretorius, one of the Trans- 


vaal's first commandant generals, return- 
ed from one of his frequent journeys into 
unknown regions of the Transvaal in the 
latter part of 1889 and reported to hia 
government that be had succeeded in 
seeing Majaje. 
In a voluminous report 


of his journey he stated that the woman 
was queen of a section of the Makatese 
tribe and that her capital was snrrouncl- 
ed by an almost impenetrable forest ot 
small thorn trees.

History of 'Weather Vnnes. 


Weather vanes for new buildings are 


now being made in highly ornamental 
designs. Some of them are real works of 
art , 


A curious fact !s that weather vanes go 


back to the times of the Romans. OD 
towers and castles the weather vane 
took the shape of a banner, but on ec- 
clesiastical edifices it generally took the 
•hape 'of a rooster. 


"Vanes," writes Da Cange, "were an- 


ciently made in the form of a cock 
(hence called weather cocks) and put up 
in papal times to remind the clergy of 
watchfulness." 


There were symbolic reasons for the 


adoption of the figure of a cock. The 
cross was surmounted by a ball to sym- 
bolize the redemption ot the world by the 
cross of Christ, and the cock was placed 
upon tfte cross in allusiou to the repent- 
ance of St Peter. Gramaye states that 
the "custom ot adorning the tops of stee- 
ples with a cross and cock Is derived 
from the Goths, who bore that as theit 
warlike ensign."

A Joke That Boomed tlie Town of 


Kit Canon For Awhile. 


"The most original joke I ever heard 


of," said an old timer, "was that of a sa- 
loon keeper at Kit Carson ia the very 
early days. Carson was a tjjical fron- 
tier settlement. It had drawn within its 
boundaries a mixed population of hunt- 
ers, gamblef a, soldiers, Mexicans and loaf- 
ers, with occasionally an industrious man 
who was willing: to work for his living. 
In the summer of 1871 the town grew 
frightfully dull, and the boys had plenty 
of time in which to practice the favorite 
western amusement of practical joking. 
One day old Sam Tate, who kept the Al- 
hambra saloon and dance hall, was ac- 
costed by a man who professed to be de- 
•irons of obtaining employment. 


•"Want work, do you?' said Sam. 'Well, 


you don't look like a man that wanted it 
very bad.' 
" 'But I do," persisted the man, 'and I 


am willing to do anything.' 
" 'Kin you turn a grindstone?' queried 


6am as the bright idea struck him. 
" 'I certainly ki4' responded the stran- 


ger, whereupon Sam closed a contract 
with him to stand in front of the Alham- 
bra for 30 days turning a grindstone, his 
pay to be at the rate of $2.50 a day. 


"The next morning all of Carson drift- 


ed around to witness the curious specta- 
cle of a man turning a grindstone. Sam 
sent out word that anybody who had 
axes, knives or tools of any sort to sharp- 
en could have it done free at the Alham- 
bra. The news quickly spread, and soon 
the saloon and the sidewalk in front of 
it were crowded with a miscellaneous 
crowd of people, with a miscellaneous 
collection of dull implements. The hu- 
mor of the situation went home to every- 
body, and a period of conviviality was 
inaugurated such as the town had never 
known before. 
Day after day the pa- 


tieat man at the grindstone toiled at his 
task, and day after day the bar of the 
Alhambra did a whopping business. The 
first day more than enough was made to 
pay for the whole 30 days of grindstone 
turning. The other saloon keepers began 
to grumble, but still the circus at the Al- 
hambra continued to go on. 


"When the news had spread up and 


down the road, visitors from abroad be- 
gan to pour in. New life was iufased 
into the waning spirits of the popula- 
tion. There was a great spurt in horse 
racing, gambling and the other sports of 
the border. A new store or two came 
along, and a lot of new 'baildings went 
up. 
The ridiculous circumstance of a 


man turning a grindstone had given the 
town a boom. 
Old Sam Tate simply 


coined money, and his dance hall was 
crowded all the time. The patient and 
taciturn man who ground away with 
that grindstone became something of a 
popular hero. One night a lot of revelers 
emptied the water ont of the little bos 
which kept the stone moist and filled it 
with silver dollars—100 of them. 
At 


other times he was given presents, and 
when his 30 days had expired he found 
himself richer by several hundred dollars. 
His dogged persistency at that grind- 
stone laid the foundation for quite a 
fortune made later in the cattle business. 


"But the grindstone man and Sam Tate 


were the only ones who really profited, 
for Kit Carson was a doomed communi- 
ty, the word having gone out that her 
railroad branch to Las Animas must be 
abandoned and takea up."—Kansas City 
Journal.
